He was full of Citations and Refe- 
rences to this Purpoſe : But notwithſtanding his 
Advantages of free Acceſs to the Tower, &c.

& guilty of more Miſtakes, or had given more 
« wrong Turns to the Matters of Fact and 
cc Law.

Having no Leiſure to go through the Book, 
I offered at one ſingle Inſtance, as more immedi- 
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ately relating to your Lordſhip and your See of 


Carliſle, the Caſe of Biſhop Merke, who having 
been adjudg'd to Death for Rebelling againſt Heu- 
y IV. when legally eftabliſh'd on the Throne, and 
for Attempting to reſtore King Richard II. after 
bis Abdication, and being thereupon, deprived of 
his Biſhoprick, was highly applauded by that Au- 
thor, or rather the Authors of that Volume, as a 
noble Speaker and Sufferer for the Caule of Heredi- 
tary Right; a glorious Example of Fidelity and Fortitude ; 
and all the fine Words which the Papiſts us'd to 
' beſtow upon a Traitour when they made him a 
Marigr.

Your Lordſhip was beſt able to judge, whether 
I did not ſufficiently prove, that whatever was ſaid 
of Biſhop Merl on that Occaſion, was a feigned 
Story, as to his Speech; and as to his Sufferings, 
the whole was miſtaken in Time, and Place, and 
Manner, and other Circumſtances of them.

I new gratulate your Lordſhip, that by God's 
Blefling we are eſcaped that Judicial Infatuation,/ 
when it ſpread more than can be well imagined 
upon the deluded Minds of the People. I have 
often thank d your Lordſhip: for that noble Share 
you had in preſcribing againſt the, General Infec- 
tion, by your conſtant Advices to your Clergy, by 
your kind Influences on the Nobility and Gentry, 
and at laſt by taking the Field with them againſt 
the Rebels, as many of our brave Northern Pre- 
lates had done againſt the Incurſion of the Scors, 
and Inſurrection of Rebels, in Times of ., 
One Motive of my Writing to your Lordſhip 
on that Juncture of contending for Hereditary Right, - 
was not ſo fit to be then mentioned: It was, that 
J had ſome more than ordinary Indignation at the 
hearing from an Eye-Witneſs, that one of the 
firſt Preſents of that Volume of Hereditary Right, 
ſplendidly bound, was made to Her n, 72 | 
e .

pray for Her. And yet this Gentleman, upon and 
after the Publication of that Book, had frequent 
Acoeſſes to the Royal Cloſer, and by his own 
Application: and Intereſt, obtain'd a haſty Diſ- 
charge of great part of the Penalty inflicted by 
Law on a Non-juring Divine, for tranſmitting 
- thoſe Papers to the Prels, and correcting the Sheets, 
and being found guilty of the Printing and Pub- 
I ſoon ſaw the Effects of my Writing to your 
Lordſhip upon that Argument, againſt the Wind 
and Tide that were then riſing upon the Nation. 
I had with humble Expectation a plentiful Return 
of ill Language and ill Uſage for it, which I va- 
lued not, as knowing our Caule to be good in it 
ſelf, and by me honeſtly maintain'd. I was threat- 
ned with a terrible Anſwer, and I know the Man 
who really took great Pains in ſearching over

Not coming in by 
Canonical Election, but impoſed upon the Prior and 
Monks by 4 Diſpen/ing Power of the Kin 6 and 
21811 | ope. 
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Pope. Not the Man of Honour, and fot his COH 
try's Good, but a Creature of the neu Created Bodi 
who at that Time of their Promotion were betray= 
ing the Kingdom, and ruining the King. Not afs 
terwards the Man of Conſcience and e as they 
forſooth call him; but ſo far engaged in that 
abandon'd Party, that he could not timely leaves 
it, having been a Companion of King Richard ins 
to Ireland, and one of the Executors of his laſt 
Will. Upon the Acceſſion of Heury IV. not a Pa- 
triot, or a Speech Maker, as they have invented, 
but either abſent from that Parliament, or at lea 
a ſilent Spectator in it, as the Nonjuring Biſhops 
in the Convention 1688.9. Not afterwards à Pre- 
late at Prayers and Tears, but actually plotting and

Lord, of theſe new Church- Men of the Jacobite 
Separation, that they will not ſpare: their own 
dear Brethren, if they offend them, or differ from 
them any wiſe in their ſingular Notions: or Prac- 
tice. I beg Leave to give an Inftance or two of 
this their Brotherly Love from the late Collection 
of Papers written by the late R. Reverend George 
Hickes, D. D. 8 vo. 1716. in the Caſes of Mr. Dod- 
ell, Biſhop Ken, and Mr. Kertlewell, three Petſons 
Who, one would think, did as well deſerve the

But perhaps 
that ill be done by another Hand. Mu know alſo how 
much he is addicted to Noſtrums, and how apt he u to 
raiſe Doctrines from ſingle Paſſages out of one or 120 
Pathers, which were never received, taught, or pro- 
Felled by the Catholick Church. You know alſo what 
Offence of late he bath given by bis Writings to Learn=

My Lord, Tam not going to make an Apolo= 


gy for any of the Singularities of Mr. Dodell; yet

angry Things of him. If Mr. Dodwell was livin

when that Letter was written, I beliere Mr. Net 


ſon was too tender to ſhew it him: Vet I can-

View, while he had been able to give an An- 
{wer to it. We all know, that Mr. Dodwell was 
not very patient of Contradiction, and that in 
any Conference upon ſuch kind of Subjects, he 
would frequently call for the viciſſitudines loquenali, 
his Turns of ſpeaking; and when got in, it was 
not very eaſy to interrupt him. To do him Ju- 


ſtice, he was very ſincere in the Belief of him- 
ſelf and his own Notions, and rather than open- 


ly retract them, he would have ſuffer' d any Per- 
ſecution. A pervicacious Humour, that the wife 
King William was very ſenſible of, and would of- 
ten ſay to the late Archbiſhop of Canterbury, that 
Mr. Dodell wanted to be in Prifon/; but, ſays his 
Majeſty, 1 ſhall Al pp s. 
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. 
to ſay of Mr. Dodell; for he muſt mean it of 
him, when he fays, I take the Freedom to 
* tell you, that he whoſe great Example you. 
“ follow in this Caſe, never would ſay Amen to 
© the Prayers for King James; and ſince his Ma- 
ce jeſty's Death ſaid to one of our Brethren, who 
© will aſſure you of the Truth of it, that he 
ee thought we ought to pray for the Princeſs. 
& Anne as Queen, becauſe ſhe kept out a Popiſh 
* Succeſſor. It would be no Wonder to ſee ſuch 
t a'Man join the other Aſſemblies. Now, my 
Lord, the former Things were peeviſh and un- 
brotherly, and I doubt theſe are very falſe. I had 
an Opportunity of knowing Mr. Dodwell as well 
as any Man who differed from him; I knew his 
Manner of Communication in Oxford ſeveral 
Years; I lived with him in St. Edmund Hall a- 
bout the Time of the Revolution; and convers'd 
Frequently with him-in the Company of the Prin- 
ipal of that Houſe, the learned Dr. Mills. And 
aſter he was deprived of his Camden Profeſſorſhip, 
be was my Pariſhioner at Shorresbrook in Berks, ſe- 
veral Years together; till upon my coming to Al-. 
- dermary Church in London, I reſigned that other Recto- 
ry, not as untenable, but as I was unwilling to 
keep it. Now in all that long Seaſon of Acquain- 
tance, I could not find out, that be never would 
. ſay Amen to the Prayers for King James; I am ſure 
While he was upon the Throne, Mr. Dodwell had 
the moſt diſtinguiſhed Principles of Loyalty to 
him, and was a moſt conſtant Reſorter to our 
publick Prayers, and ſeemed to join in every Pe- 
tition and Suffrage of them. I dare ſay for him, 
that if he could not have ſaid Amen to the Pray- 
ers for King James, he would have then expreſs d 
his Diſſent from that Part of the Prayers. For it is 
well known, while he came to Church after the 
2 4 . | | Revolution, 
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Revolution, before he had formed his Separation: 
he would join in all the Prayers, excepting»theſe* 
for King William and Queen Mary; aud when 
he came to them, he was not content with a ſi- 
lent Suſpence, but he ſufficiently ſnewed his open 
Abhorrence of them. Indeed after King James 
was in Ireland, Mr. Henry Dodivell had the leſs: 
Affection for that Royal Perſon; becauſe, poor 
Man, he found himſelf proſcribed, and his E- 
ſtate forfeited, by Popiſh Intereſt and Power 
in that Kingdom. But ſtill his Principles of 
Regal Right and Paſſive Submiſſion were the ſame; 
and by the profound Reſpect with which he 
always mentioned that unhappy Prince, L could 
never ſurmize but that he prayed for him, and 
that in the Daily Offices of the Liturgy a- 
mong themſelves. That ſince the Death of King 
Fames, he ſhould be ſo good as to ſay to one 
of his Brethren, that he thought we ought to pray 
For the Princeſs Anne as Queen, becauſe ſhe kept wut & 
Popiſh Succeſſor * is ro me incredible, tho' I ſhould 
be extremely glad to have ir granted; for I hope 
it will be an Argument to ſome of his Admi- 
rers to pray for King George as King, becauſe he 
much more effectually keeps out the ſame Popiſh

And therefore I can by no means approve of the 
Diſtinction of an Intentional and Final Impoſition of 
a thing commanded: Any Command of lawful 
Authority, given by ſufficient Declaration of it, is 
no longer an Intentional but a Final Impoſition to all 


Intents and Purpoſes, till it is revok d by the ſame 


Authority. It would be of the moſt pernicious 


Conſequence to apply that Diſtinction to expreſs 
Orders and publick Acts of Authority, that Subjects 


might wave their Obedience to them, till they ſaw 
whether their Governours would finally inſiſt upon 


them, and whether they would really inflict the 


Penalties they had before threatned and intended. 
How ſhall we know that any Act of Parliament, 


or any Canon, is of any Force and Vertue upon the 


firſt promulging of it? How ſhall we have any 
Free- will Obedience, if it muſt be finally extorted? 
Mult not Subjects think their Law-givers in ear- 
neſt, till they feel the Terrours of the Law? Iam 
hinting only. for want of room to argue; but I 
preſume ſome body will ſhew the Fallacy. and the 
ill Conſequences of this Diſtinction. _ . 


If your Lordſhip ſhould ask, how then I would 
argue with thoſe diſaffected People, that come to 
our Publick Congregations, and yet ſhew an open 
Averſion tothe Prayers for King George. I muſt needs 
ſay, I would not lend them a Diſtinction to palliate 
and prolong that Practice, which is in it ſelf a 
Schiſm in the Church, and may be a greater Scan- 
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dal than à Separation Hum it, But I would labous 
to convince them, that in the firſt Churches planted 
by the Apoſtles of Chriſt, their ſtated Prayers for 
Kings, and All in Authority, were expreſly injoin'd 
by Scripture, and were a Term of Communion in 
every Church: And had any private Chriſtians 
then pleaded, that they 'could not in Confcience 
join in ſuch Prayers and Supplications for this or 
that Chief Governour, becaufe they queſtioned r 
denied his Title of Election, Succeſſion, Adoption, 
or whatever was the common Title of Princes; 
and that their Words or Meaning ſhould be in the 
midſt of the Congregation to pray, differently from 
the Miniſter and People, for another Imperial Head, 
whom they thought to have à better Right againſt 
the Poſſeſſor: Such private Chriſtians would not 
have been ſuffered in any Religious Aſſembly, but 
would have been thought guilty of breaking the Uni- 
ty of the Spirit, and the Bond of Peace, in the Face 
of God and the Congregation.—I would prove to 
them, that the ſame Rule and Practice of one Mind 
and of one Voice, obtained in all the Primitive 
Churches, in their Publick Aſſemblies, they acknow- 
ledged the Civil Governours in Being, and pray'd 
for them; and if any Perſon then preſent had open- 
ly diſſented from thofe Prayers, he would have 
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been cenfured as a Schiſmatick and Divider of the 


Church. — I would tell them, that the fame Catho- 
lick Conformity prevailed in this Church and Na- 
tion of England, from the Conqueſt to the Revo- 
 Hntion, the Kings upon the Throne had the pub- 
lick Suffrages of the Prieſt and People: And tho 
Titles were continually diſputed, and the Princes 
who recovered an older Right of EFnheritance would 
eall their Predeceffors Kings de facto, not de fare; 
yet it was all one in the Prayers of the Church, 
No one Scruple that we read of, in Praying as te- 
<ired for tho King it Being, wheeher che) 
| Zo = _ thoughs 


thought him an Uſurper, or whether they pleaſed 
to call him the Right Heir.— In ſhort, TI would ſhew 
it was ſo amongſt the Papiſts themſelves in the Be- 
ginning of Queen Elizabeth, while they came to 
our Churches, for about the firſt ten Years of her 
Reign: They denied her Birth-right “, and moſt of 
them had their Eyes on a Pretender of their own 
Religion; and yet they joined, for ought we hear, 
in the Publick Prayers for the Queen, which were 
1 in moſt Parts of the Liturgy, as full and expreſs as 
1 they now are for King GEORGE. And it was 
1 not on that Foot of ſuſpending and refuſing their 
Prayers for the Queen, that they ſoon after entire- 
Iy ted from us. I would proceed therefore 
to ſatisſie them, that the Queſtion of Right and 
Title in a legal Settlement ought not to be the Mat- 
ter of Diſpute and Diſſenſion in the Publick Pray- 
ers of the Church, eſpecially among the People in 
1 following the Miniſter, and begging God's Bleſſing 
on the Powers that protect them. —Though, after all 
this arguing, I would undertake to prove to them, 
that our preſent Sovereign King GEORGE had 
really and effectually the Beſt Title that Ezgliſh King 
or Queen ever had: The neareſt Proximity of 
Blood capable to defend a Proteſtant Church and 
Nation : The Call and Deſignation and -repeated 
Acknowledgments of the whole Legiſlature in ſe- 
veral ſucceſſive Parliaments before his Acceflion 
to the Crown : His Wiſdom, Juſtice, Clemency, 
and other Royal Vertues, that make him anſwer 
the End of all Government, the being a Miniſter 
of God for apparent common Good: And the ſin- 
35 gular 
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Pope Paul IV. had told the Engliſh Embaſſadour Sir Edward 
Rairn, upon the Death of Queen Mary, that Elixabeth could 
not ſucceed, being Illegitimate. See Sir KR. Twiſden's Vindica- 
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gular Providence of God in ſecuring his Rig he 
and. Poſſeffion againſt all his Enemies, and. bleſs. 
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ſing him with a daily Increaſe of Intereſt and Ho- 
nour, in the Eyes of his good People, and even in 
the Sight of all Europe. But truly, my Lord, af- 
ter I had ſaid thus much, and what might oc. 
ſionally offer upon theſe Hints, if they ſtill ad- 
hered to their Prejudice, and would tell me that 
they could not in Conſcience pray for King 
GEORGE, I would deſire them to conſider bet- 
ter; and if after ſome Conſideration they ſhould 
ſtill perſevere in it, I would deſire them to ſtay at 
Home, rather than give a Publick Offence ;' and 
if notwithſtanding they would come to my Church, 
and openly diſſent from thoſe Prayers, I would a= 
gain admoniſh them, and upon their Contempt I 
would refuſe to give the Holy Sacrament to them, 
till they were in more Charity with the Govern- 
ment, and with me and: their Neighbours: And 


according to their following Behayiour, I would 


farther proceed with theſnmm TOONS 
There is another Diſtinction likewiſe framed, that 
is not ſo right in it ſelf, nor will it convince the 
new Schiſmaticks to whom it condeſcends ; name- 
ly, the wide Difference between the Schiſm 7 Co-ordi- 
nation, and the Schiſm of Subordination; and that Dr.
